Reconstruction of war damage, 
building of clectriclty power 
stations, which add greatly to 
the future potentlal wealth of 
the country, and modernisation 
In basic industries have beer 
successfully undertaken on a 
big scale, largely financed out 
of taxation. 


FINANCIAL STRAIN 


But this has,. at the same 
time, put a great strain on the 
contemporary finances of the 
country. - . 

“To “this btirdon, must. bo 
added tho semi-permanent wor 
in Indo-China -which Is costing 
tho. country one millurd Francs 
f.day, or, nearly - one-third of 
tha tolal national state expendi- 
ture, and.the greatly in 
cost of eoclal ‘services, compared 
with before the war.
